SIGHS THE THEATER HAT ORDINANCE. 


Mayor Swift Aff_ixes His Signature and 
the Measure Will Seon Go 
Into Effect. 


The theater hat ordinace yesterday re- 
ceived the signature of Mayor Swift. The 
measure is now a law, and will go into effect 
ten days after its publication.

Now the legislative ax is being sharpened 
for Tommy Jamieson’s fee grab of $20,000 
a year as Clerk of the Appellate Court, the 
Judges of which receive $7,000 a. year; and 
for Jim Pease’s money-making scheme of 
feeding jail birds cheap meals and receiving 
from the county 26 cents a day for each 
miouth fe at a cost to’the Sheriff of six 
cents. The profit for a year is enormous. . 

Promoters of these two bills say they be- 
lieve the measures will receive strong sup- 
port in the Legislature. 

One of the measures contemplates limiting 
the pay of the Clerk of the Appellate Court 
to euch a share of-the fees received as shall! 
recompense him for his work and using what 
remains*of the income in fees of $20,000 a 
year for maintaining the tribunal. 

The sponsors for this bill assert that, jwhile 
the salary of the incumbent of an ‘office 


cannot be changed during his term, the } 


amount of fees he can absorb can be limited.

As for the Sheriff's-cheap meal scheme, 
it is proposed to put the feeding of prisoners 
in the hands of the County Board.

HARD STORM THROUGHOUT NORTHWEST 


Cold Wave and Heavy Snow Reported | 


from Many Piaces—Sudden Drop 
of Temperature in Kansas. 


Reports from all over the Northwest tell 
of a cold wave and heavy snowfall. These 
reports come from Michigan, Illinois, Wis- 
consin, Iowa, South Dakota, and Kansas. 

Salina, Kas., Jan. 23.—[{Special.]—A fall of 
45° in the temperature this afternoon is re- 
sulting in much suffering throughout Cen- 
tral and Western Kansas tonight. At 3 
o’clock the weather was extremely spring- 
like. The thermometer stood above 60° and 
people sat with open doors and little or no 
fire. At 4:30 the wind began to blow from 
the northwest and by 7 o'clock the temper- 
ature had gone down to 15° above zero and is 
still falling. The city was filled with farm- 
ers, many of whom came from ten to twenty 
miles distance, wholly unprepared for cold- 
weather. A terrific snow-storm has set in, 
driven ®y high wind, and much suffering and 
possible fatalities are feared. 

Dubuque, Ia., Jan. 26.—The severest storm 
of the season is raging tonight. Snow fell 
all day and there was 4 high wind, the 
weather growing colder. The storin is gen- 
eral throughout Northern Iowa. 

Huron, 8. D., Jan. 23.—A severe wind and 
snow storm prevailed over this portion of 
the Northwest today. The temperaiure fell 
14° below zero tonight. All railways are 
blockaded and four feet of snow covers Jim 
River Valley, in some sections blown into 
drifts eight to fourteen feet high. Losses 
of etock are feared and a fuel famine will 
result in remote districts if the blockade 
continues many days.

SPANIARDS CAUGHT IN SPANISH TRAP. 


Soldiers Poison Wells and Spring of 
Juamento and Twenty-five Guerrillas 
Are Poisoned—Insurgents Slain. 


Key West, Jam 23.—{Special.]—A horrible 
story comes from Jumento, Province of 
Santa Clara, telling of quick retribution to 
the Spaniards for their butchery and bar- 
barous methods of warfare. 

A Spanish force under Capt. Martelli en- 
tered the place, which had been the camp of 
‘the insurgents, and before going away se 
créetly poisoned the wells and a fine spring 
noted for affording extra pure water. That 
evening a Spanish band of guerrillas entered 
the town after the others had left and used 
the water, from Which over twenty-five men 
died. ‘The guerrilla Captain charged the Cu- 
ban residents with poisoning his men. He 
took the principal residents prisoners and 
shot them dead. He then turned the women 
over to the tender mercies of the men, who 
shot young boys who httempted to save their 
mothers and sisters. He burned the village. 

The next day some of the Spanish troops 
told the guerrillas the story of the trap they 
had set for the Cubans, and learned that 
their own companions in arms had been 
caught by their own barbarous plots. 

Spanish guerrillas surrounded Las Palm- 
eras, twenty miles south of Artemisa, - last 
midnight and fired all the dwellings. Aethe 
inmates rushed out they were shot down, 
women and children as wellas men. Many 
perished in the flames rather than face the 


‘Spanish bullets. 


When merning came more than fifty bodies 
were seen among the ruins, The guerrillas 


fled after looting the two stores which the

EUROPE ALARMED OYER THE PLAGUE 


French Scientists Think the Danger 
Imminent and Have Small Hepe 
of Combating It. 


> 


London, Jan. 23.—The plague news from 
Bombay is not reassuring. The Government 
Sanitary Commissioner has reported seri- 
ously on the situation, but Englishmen re- 
gard the chances of the plague getting a 
foothold in Great Britain as being remoté, 

wing to the excellent sanitary conditions. 
But on the continent the feeling of alarm 
has clearly increased during the last week, 
and the continental press demands the most 
rigorous inspection of everything imported 
from India. Some excitement was caused in 
Paris during the week by the stopping ofa 
small steamer; bound from London to Paris, 
at Bougival, a village on the Seine about 
four miles north of Versailles. A rumor 
spread that the steamer was infected with 
the plague, and it transpired that it had on 
board carpets and bedding from India. But, 
it develo later, they had been stored in 
London for the last six months, and the au- 
thorities allowed it to proceed to Paris. . 

Along the unsanitary ports of the Medli- 
terranean Littoral grave fears are ex- 
pressed that the plague will be introduced 
on the steamers coming from India, and the 
French Minister for the Interior, M, 
Barthou, has ordered large quantities of 
anti-plague serum to be prepared and sent 
to the Brenah ports. At a meeting of the 
Council of Public Assistance in Paris a note 
of alarm was struck in a remark that in- 
fected Indian carpets may already have been 
brought into the French capital. Dr. Brow- 
ardel, moreover, stated that the danger of 
the plague reaching pe was imminent, 
that the preventive means of France only 
existed in rudimentary form, that France 
could do nothing to vent the entrance of 
the plague and could do little to combat it.

Gage Residence. 


No other house in Chicago at all resembles 
the home at No. 470 North State street, 
where Mr. and Mrs. Ga e, have lived -for the 
last tem years. It is one of the largest res- 
id@ences on the North Side, and even among 
the expensive and more modern structures 
that are ite near neighbors it is imposing.

The house is built close to the street, but 
om the south a wide green lawn, that in the 
summer is kept closely cropped, stretches 
almost half a block, while high steps lead 
down to ft from the south veranda.

Doric pillars support the high-roofed 
verandas, and lons’ heads, carved in black 
walnut, look down on pedestrians from the 
heavy front doors, each with a great brass.

knockers. 

At the front of the house a high tower 
dominates the houses for several blocks 
around. 

The interior of the house is remarkable for 
the ponderous carvings of black walnut 
over the doors and windows and for the 
high, winding stairs, that also are heavy 
with carved walnut.

Bought at Auction in Boston for $13,- 
by William Craigg of 
New York. ~ 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 23.—{Bpecial.]—Two 
months ago the Arena Publishing company, 
publishers of the Arena, went into the hands 
ofa receiver. The plant and good will were 
sold at auction here today. By the adver- 
tised terms of the sale no bid could be made 
for less than $10,000. The buyer was Will- 
jam Craigg of New York. There wete many 
publishers present, and it was thought by 
several who professed to be informed in the 
matter that Mr. Craigg bought the property 
in the interests of John D. McIntyre, also of 
New York, who is considered a wealthy 
man. Mr. Craigg stated privately that he 
is not a publisher himself. The price was 
$13, 400. 

Orizon Underwood, in behalf of Alfred D. 
Chandler, receiver, explained the affairs of 
the company which led up to the sale: also 
the conditions of the sale. It was stated in 
answer to inquiries that the January edition 
Was 80,000 magazines, while 25,000 copies are 
now in press for February; but the printers 
are creditors to the amount of nearly $900, 
It was also stated by one of the committee 
appointed to investigate the company’s af- 
fairs that there are unpaid subscriptions to 
the amount of $8,000. 

B. O. Flower, the founder of the Arena 
property, recently filed an insolvency sched- 
ule here. He placed his liabilities at $273,000 
and his assets at $20,000, for the most part 
invested in the stocks of Southern and West- 
ern land and mining companies, the value of 
whieh is unknown. They would not sell for 
$20,000, nor a quarter of that sum.

HOW TO PLAY BILLIARDS—THE LONG 


The short massé was the subject of my 
last artiele, and I will now devote a few 
lines to the long massé, or, rather, to the 
massé that requires force. As I have 
said in. this series, it is most difficult to in- 
struct m this branch of billiards with pen 
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placed upon the table, but the forefinger is 
hooked about the cue, say, nine inches above 
the tip, and there is no rest for thehand. It 
is not placed on the table, but suspended 
above, the forearm being supported on the 
side or hip. The cue is well nigh perpen- 
dicular. In the short massé only the wrist 
movement is needed to give the necessary 
twist to the cue-ball. In the long mass¢é 
forearm and wrist are brought into play to 
give necessary force to the .massé. f 
course, great steadiness is required. 

The picture above shows the position in 
which I give practically unlimited force and 
twist to the massé. A sharp, strong stroke 
on the top surface of the ball and the “ En- 

glish”’ imparted is terrific. In the short 
shot pictured above the cue-ball is to go to 
the first object ball, returning immediately 
on contact to the second object ball. It is 
not so difficult as it seems, being one of the 
“skyrocket” shots that set spectators wild 
without much reason.

Dise De Bar’s Operattons. 

Ann-Odelia Diss De Bar is the well-known 
spiritualist medium and all-round-imposter 
who, after astonishing New York with her 
feats of deception and humbug, shifted’ the 
seene’ of her operations several years ago 
to Chicago, and was just as successful here 
before her identity was discovered. 

In New York she made a sensation as a 
spirit artist, and incidentally induced Iu- 
ther R. Marsh, through messages from’ the 
spirit world, ‘to give her a deed for his pala- 
tial residence, so that it took the skill of 
Robért G.. Ingersoll and several other able 
lawyers to recover the property. 

In Chicago she assuv’ued the role of an ex- 
nun, of boundless wealth, whose only object 
in life was to establish at her own expense a 
number ‘of refuges for fallen women. She 
easily imposed on the Kev. Dr. and Mrs. 
Bolton, then of the Centenary Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and through them on al- 
most the entire religious community of Chi- 
cago. 

Her operations here had an apparently 
tragic conclusion. Having gone to the Cath- 
olic Church of the Holy Family in a car- 
riage with Mrs. Bolton one day, she left her 
in the carriage while she went into trans- 
act some pretentied business with the priests. 
But she never returned to the carriage, and 
her mysterious disappearance was the talk 
of the town for a week. At the end of that 
time she appeared in Cincinnati, in a dis- 
heveled and half-unconscious condition, and 
claimed she had been abducted by the priests 
and her life attempted. She was soon after- 
ward fully identifieéd and exposed. 


Makes a Victim of McGowesn. 


Notwithstanding this exposure, however, 
Diss De Bar has from that time until now 
made Chicago the center of her operations, 
and it was not until the fall of 1804 that she 
met here and victimized William J. McGow- 
an. Mr. Wakely knew little concerning the 
personal histary of his client, who, he said, 
was by no means as communicative as most 
men. He probably came te Chicago three or 
four years ago from Kentucky. He was 
then a finely dressed and good-looking man, 
57 vears old, and probably :a widower.- He 
no doubt owned considerable property. 
After being for some time a real estate 
epeculator on a small scale he set upa cigar 
manvyfactory in Harrison street. 

How he became acquainted with Diss De 
Bar, Mr. Wakely did not know, but the re- 
sults are much better understood. She soon 
conyince®?’ him the spirits had advised that 
he should marry her; and as soon as he had 
done this she showed him with the same 
ease it was the advice of the entire spirit 
world that he should give here a power of 
attorney to dispose of all his property as 
she and the spirits thought best. Mr. Wake- 
ly, his old friend, was the attorney he se- 
lected’ to draw the power of attorney and to 
prepare a schedule of all his real estate for 
Diss De Bar’s use, and Mr. Wakely pu 
ly made such errors in his ‘deaeriptian of the: 
lands that anything that Diss De Bar may 
have done in the way of conveyancing was 
worthless. 

Makes His Will. 

Last Saturday McGowan summoned Mr. 
Wakely to perform what was probably his 
last professional work for his client, and 
that was to draw hiswilk Of course, the at- 


‘torney could. net disclose the affairs of his 


Gyimg client. He said, however, McGowan 
was now worth sométhing like $10,000 in 
real estate. How much he lost through his 
wife, Diss De Bar, he was as ignorant as 
any one else. ‘It was not long after the mar- 
riage, however, before McGowan called on 
Wakely to draw up a revocation of the pow- 
er of attorney, though, as Wakely says, it 
would be no trick at all to make bogus deeds 
antedate the revocation. 

If McGowan is dead this morning it will 
not be long before it will begin to be known 
to what extent Diss De Bar has made use of 
the power she had to alienate McGowan’s 
lands and tenements. 

McGowan and Diss De Bar seem to have 
lived together only a short time after the 
marriage. But Mr. Wakely believes Diss 
De Bar is still in Chicago and that whenever 
Mr. McGowan dies she will blossom forth 
and do what she can to break the will of her 
hypband and get possessién of his estate.

| OONDUOT A SERVICE IN 


Under the Leadership of the Rev. R. A. 
Torrey They Supplicate and Sing 
Hymns Until 3:40 O'Clock in the 
Morning—Approaching General Ex- 
haustion Brings the Queer Meeting 
tq a Close—Religious Fervor Goes 
te a High Pitch. 


On Friday night at 10 o'clock 800 men and 
women gathered in Moody's Church to begin 
an all-night prayer-meeting. 

The Rev. R..A. Torrey conducted the serv- 
ice in so far as the religious fervor of the 
assemblage would brook his control. As 
voiced many times in the prayers of the min- 
isters and evangelists who dominated the 
gathering, the object of the meeting was: 
‘“‘Indue our preaching, O, Lord, with holy 
grace that we may save souls.”’ 

The unusual time chosen for the meeting 
was explained in another prayer: 

“ As the Lord ofttime, when hie followers 
had retired, spent the night in prayer, 80 do 
we now follow his example.” — 

The special all-night service commenced 
at 10 p. m., at the conclusion of the regular 
evening prayer-meeting. No hour was set 
for the conclusion. That depended on the 
physical and religious endurance of the wor- 


shipers. of 


Their Fervor Threatens Exhaustion. 

For nearly eight hours they prayed and 
sang with a fervor that threatened at times 
to end in. complete exhaustion and collapse. 
It was nearly 4 a. m. when the last weary 
worshipers, with pale faces lined with fa- 
tigue and disheveled hair but with eyes 
and lips smiling with inward rest and hap- 
piness, went out into the bitter morning. 
As they went they sang “Shining for 
Jesus,” and neither the icy wind nor the si- 
lence of the deserted and gloomy streets 
could hush their voices. 

It was a strange assemblage that faced 
the Rev. Mr. Torrey when hé ascended the 
platform at 10 o'clock. People of many 
callings and positions in life were gathered 
in the lecture-room, all filled with eagerness 
for the fatiguing ordeal. Numerous minis- 
ters were there from all parts of the city, 
and evangelists and workers in the slums. 
Beside them ‘were many fallen ones whom 
they had raised up. Men with the marks of 
dissipation still upon them knelt beside 
tired, wan-faced women,” whom they re- 
garded as their ministering angels. Wild- 
eyed and bearded foreigners, religious 
fanatics in appearance; negroes, their faces 
shining with excitement; well-dressed men 
and women vied with each other in 
protestations of*piety and expressions of 
conversion. eae 


Two Hundred Stay After Midnizht. 

At first the assemblage was quiet and the 
ejaculations were low-toned, but, as the 
night went on, the room rang with the cries 
and the enthusiasts interrupted each other 
in their haste to voice their excitement. 
Hymns and individual experiences consti- 
tuted the order of services unti! midnight. 
At that hour Mr. Torrey explained it was 
proposed to continue the teremonies 
throughout the night. AH who could stay 
would do so, he hoped, but those who must 
depart had best go then. When the prayer- 
meeting was resumed 200 remained, but 
they represented the most enthusiastic wor- 
shipers and vigorous exhorters: and the 
fervor of the proceedings was not abated. 

One after another the members of the 
audience rose and prayed aloud. The voices 
of the women trembled with emotion and 
tears wetlied up as they cried for aid and 
comfort. Thoughtful minfSters stood up 
and humbly asked the prayers of those about 
them. Men told how they had been saved 
from the commission of many crimes by the 
work of the evangelists. 

The air in the room grew hot and noxious 
as the hours passed, but the audience 
seemed oblivious to time and surroundings. 


Women Fall from Exhaustion. 

One hy one the members sank on their 
knees, remaining so long the women fei! 
back fn fatigue and men wearily resumed 
their seats. Some, with closed eyes and pale. 
upturned faces aglow and twitching with 
emotion, knelt like statues. Some covered 
their faces with handkerchiefs, now crying 
alow, now muttering their prayers. Many 
prayed with a fluency that only excitement 
could produce. 

One man arose and described how he had 
been saved, told of the crimes he had com- 
mitted, then burst into loud ejaculations of 
happiness. While he talked his wife knelt 
beside him, tears of joy streaming down her 
face. She added to his words fervid ex- 
pressions of thanksgiving. 

More than once some man, carried away by 
the excitement, would shout cut incoherent 
prayers till his voice was drowned ina swell- 
ing hymn. 

At 2 a. m. a man near the front sprang to 
his feet. He seemed half crazed with re- 
ligion. 

“T am God!”’ he shouted. ‘“* You must all 
turn to me. In me alone is. the way to 
heaven.” 

Close beside him knelt a young woman. 
Lifting her soft voice, she prayed to the 
**God of Abraham, Noah, and Moses.” 
Heedless of the cries of the man who thought 
he was the deity, she went on, texts, biblical 
names, and strange s:miles flowing from her 
lips till her soothing words calmed the one 
who thought himself the Almighty. 

It was a wan, disheveled assemblage that 
knelt there at 8 a. m. Every face was 
marked with fatigue, and eyes were heavy 
with sleep. Few of thcse who remained 
after midnight had departed. Upon the 
platform Mr, Torrey saw that physical ex- 
haustion was slowly conquering religious 
zeal, so after ten minutes of silent prayer the 
assemblage was dismissed. Those who lived 
at a distance were housed with those living 
near by, and departed joyfully, singing as 
they went. 

After the ceremony the Rev. Mr. Torrey 


expressed himself as well pleased with the | 


meeting, and predicted a widespread and 
salutary effect would follow. 


FAIL TO FIND J. W. MATHEWS’ BODY. 


Police, Aided by Mind-Reader Ring- 
lan, Seour the Lake Shore in 
a Vain Search. 


The police, although aided by a mind- 
reader in their search for John W. Mathews, 
who disappeared on Nov. 13, have obtained 
no clew to the missing man’s whereabouts. 

Dr. Ringlan of Hamilton, Ill., says Math- 
ews is dead and his body is burfed in the 
sand near the Chicago Beach Hotel. 

John W. Mathews was senior partner of 
the firm of Mathews & Sloat, and a leading 
lawyer in Monmouth, Ill. About the middle 
of November Mr. Mathews came to Chicago 
on @ business trip and disappeared soon 
afterward. ¢ 
_ Dr. Ringlan told Assistant Chief Ross 
he thought Mathews’ body was buried in the 
sand near the lake shore. He says the body 
was found by a physician, who robbed it of 
nearly $400, and then buried it.

Lifelong Advocates of Female Suffrage 


Club Rooms, No. 15 Wathington 
Street—Each Makes a Brief Address 

—<Touching Poetic Tribute to the 
Elder Is Read by Dr. Sarah Hackett 
Stevenson.

Susan B. Anthony and the Rev. Anna C. 
Shaw were given a cordial welcome by Chi- 
cago women yesterday at the rooms of the 
Chicago Woman's club, No. 15 Washington 
street. To meet these distinguished guests 
hundreds of women braved the snowstorm 
in the afternoon, and the rooms were crowd- 
ed to overflowing. 

Mrs. rlin Q. Ball, Mrs. Penoyer L. Sher- 
man, Mrs. John O’Connor were in the re- 
ceiving party with Miss Anthony. 

Miss Shaw was detained by a snow-bound 
train, and arrived just as Miss Anthony was 
about to be escorted to the platform. Un- 
noticed by the guests she stole up behind Missa 
Anthony’s chair and whispered tragically: 

* Aunt Susan, I haven't washed my face, 
or curled my hair, or changed my dress. 
I’m going to slip away.”’ 

But “ Aunt Susan” held onto the ekirt of 
the traveling gown and Miss Shaw staid. 

“If I’ve learned one thing perfectly in the 
last fifty years,” explained Mise Shaw laugh- 
ingly, * it's to obey Miss Anthony. lalways 
do that.”’ 

' Miss Anthony’s Address, 

Miss Anthony in addressing the Chicago 
Woman's club called it * the banner club 
of the United States.”’ 

“Not because it has such bright women 
for its members, and not even because it is 
located in Chicago,’’ she said, ‘‘ but because 
it is a club‘which works. Most women’s 
clubs are content and even happy to stand 
for nothing, and would be mortified if they 
could claim an object for which work was 
being done. You have a purpose in life, and 
a life with a purpose. Neither club life nor 
individual life is the only life worth living. 
Choose your purpose and work for it. 

“Of course” (ruefully), “I can hardly 
expect you all to work exclusively on the 
lines I advocate. I wish I could. Trying to 
help ‘this drunkard or that fallen woman is 
like ladling the ocean with a spoon, so far as 
aiding a great reform goes. We must strike 
the ax at the root of the tree of evil, and

equal of man.” 

bt vg Rev. Anna Shaw, after a witty preface, 
said: 

“You may not all be ready to take up 
cudgels in the case of equal suffrage, but 
there is none of you who will not advocate 
simple justice.”’ 

She then asked the club to send a remon- 
strance to Adjutant-General Ruggles, re- 
garding his refusal this week to appoint a 
woman to a, clerkship in the civil service 
when she had passed the examination re- 
quired, while every man applicant failed. 

At the close of her speech, Mrs. G. W. 
Plummer, Secretary of the Woman’s club, 
read a resolution as advocated by Miss Shaw. 
It was passed unanimously and later signed 
by nearly every woman present. 

Charlotte Perkins, Stetson was introduced 
and read one of her poems entitled “ Mother 
and Child.” . 


Reads a Touching Tribute. 


Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson then stepped 
to ‘the rostrum and read the following poem, 
written in honor of Miss Anthony’s recent 
tour through Southern California. 

The special train bearing the suffrage lead- 
er stopped for ten minutes at Santa Maria, 
and the aged apostle of suffrage stepped out 
upon a platform covered with roses. Tell- 
ae ee the incident the Western poet had 
written: 


She walked on roses; she whose feet 
Have trod so long the stony way 
They tread who lead mankind to greet 
The coming of a brighter day. 
She who a lifetime’s length has borne 
From mocking lips the bitter taunt: 
Derision’s cruel gibes and sneers, 
Yet still preserved that nature sweet. 
No ridicule, contempt, or scgrn, 
Defeat, and yet again defeat, 
The daun sould could ever daunt, 
She who for half a hundred years 
Of heart, and mind, and rarest powers 
Has given the world; sure it were meet.

** Capt. Powell had the uge of a parachute 
in his ascension. I may use a parachute in 
connection with the kites in a short time. 
I think that the kite may be exceédingly use- 
ful. Such able pergons as President Langley 
of the Smithsonian Institution, Prof. Marvin 
of the Weather Bureau, and Civil Engineer 
Chanut of Chi have been investigatin 
the subject. I think ultimately a kite wil 
be perfected which will easily carry a man 
in a gale which would téar a balloon into 
pieces. The portability of these kites con- 
tributes to their usefulness, They will, how- 
ever, always labor under the disadvantages 
of requiring a strong breeze. My kites are 
a modification of the Hargrave invention. 
I attribute my success to hard work and 
etudy. I have never made any experiments 
without working the theory out beforehand. 
I had a great deal of bad luck, and the num- 
ber of kites broken and the work were some- 
times very discouraging. I have now, al- 
together,. about sixty kites of various sizes 
and forms.”’

Interest in India’s Plague. 

Public interest in the plague and famine 
in India continues unabated. The relief 
subscriptions for the famine sufferers, now 
amounting in London to néarly $750,000, 
seem most generous, but the need is far 
greater. The criticisms of Lord Hamilton, 
and the government authorities generally, 
have been so sharp that they at last have 
been spurred to the greatest activity. Cause 
and effect are so widely separated in pofnt 
of time, however, that many thousands un- 
doubtedly will perish before the relief meas- 
ures prove adequate. The spread of the 
plague also continues without serious check. 

There have beeh some hopeful reports this 
week in regard to the discovery of means 
of fighting the dreadful affliction. It is an- 
nounged that Dr. Yersin, the discoverer of 
the plague bacillus and of the serum against 
the plague, has ready for immediate use 
only a quantity taken from a single horse. 
With this he has already inoculated twenty- 
seven persons, of whom twenty-three were 
saved: He will have in a-month a supply 
of serum from a hundred small tonkinez 
horses, This will be sufficient to inoculate 


} 18,000 persons, and he can reckon upon ob-

Preparations for Queen’s Sexagesimal. 

Preparations, social and otherwise, are 
now in full swing for the celebration of the 
Queen’s “ Sexagesimal.”” That is the des- 
ignation which, a nobie peer writes, should 
be the proper term in which to describe next 
June’s jubilee. Hotel quarters are being 
already engaged, and speculators are buy- 
ing up rights to windows on the probable 
routes of the processions. Several big hotels 
already have received an intimation that 
their best quarters will be required for the 
use of such of the Queen’s guests as cannot 
be accommodated at Buckingham Palace 
and other royal establishments.

Kew Roentgen Ray Experiments. 

There is quite a budget of discoveries in 
connection with the Roentgen ray investi- 
gations reported from the continent withina 
few days. That reported by Prof. Friedrich 
to the Vienna Academy of Sciences is the 
most important. The professor discovered 
certain black rays that issue from the va- 
cuum tube and-pass through the human 
body. Photographs produced by means of 
these rays, which the professor caliscritical 
rays, are not the same when taken of a liv- 
ing body as of the dead. One of the photo- 
graphs of living hands shows the skeleton as 
in the Roentgen photographs. A dead hand 
appears in full, showing all the fleshy integu- 
ment, whilst the bones remain invisible. It 
is thought that by means of these rays K 
can be ascertained whether a person is really 
dead. 

The use of Roentgen rays as a hair extermi- 
nator also is revived. Dr. Freund, elso of 
Vienna, tried them. upon a boy whose spine 
was hidden by an abundant crop of ‘hair. 
The malady is known to the faculty as 
hypertrichosis. Dr. Freund turned the rays 
upon the boy’s back and the superfluous hair 
vanished, roots andall. The boy, no longer 
an infant phenomenon, has been shown to 
the medical society of Vienna, and photo- 
graphs of his condition before and after are 
circulating in the city. 

The Prussian Government has appropriat- 
ed $12,000 for Roentgen ray experiments the 
current year.

The 
people of England, in fact of the whole United 
Kingdom, are perhaps equally divided in 
sentiment. On one side are those who regard 
the Jameson raid as a splendid achievement 
of British daring and regret that it was not 
successful.

Eeropean Concert in Tune. 

The large budget of diplomatic corfespond- 
ence laid before Parliament serves to prove 
that the European concert is more nearly 
in tune than has been generally supposed. 
Coercive measures have been discussed, and 
the approval of Russia alore is lacking to 
enforce a remedia) policy in Constantinople. 
The most remarkable surprise in the budget 
is the letter of M. Hanotaux, lamenting the 
extreme moderation of Lord Salisbury’s last 
Guildhall speech respecting the Sultan. 
If France is in earnest Russia is not likely to 
stand out long against a coercive measure. 
Much depends upon the Czar's health, re- 
garding which reports areconfilicting. 

Irish Stir Up Parliament. 

Parliament this week would have been dull 
as a Quaker sewing school if the air had not 
been. filled with Irish wasps. The debate 
on the address has been languidly conducted, 
with empty benches, and the. government 
majority reduced one-half. It will probably 
last another week, but may collapse any 
night. The education bill is believed to con- 
tain a single clause. of last year’s bill; this 
covers the financial relief of voluntary 
schools. Short as the measure is it creates 
much discontent among the government 
benches and keeps many..members away 
from Parliament. 

To Continue Spy System. 

Ireland has held the field every day, one 
amendment to the address after another 
being discussed by the Nationalist mem- 
bers. Full advantage is taken of the col- 
lapse of the Bell case in the debate in favor 
of a general amnesty of politica! prisoners. 
The management of the secret service fund 
was fiercely condemned, .but Scotland Yard 
will continue to do business at-the old stand. 
A useful spy has. been wasted-in this in- 
stance, but the system of keeping detectives 
on the rolis in secret societies in New York 


and. Chicago will not be abandoned. It 
enabled Scotland Yard to give a-warning | 
Jast summer that Mr. Chamberlain must be 
protected in America and involved the sub- 


sequent exposute of the dynamite mas- 
querade.in Belgium and France. The Lon- 
don police are now subject to much unjust 


-eriteism; they were not properly supported 
by the. law officers of the crown. The gov-

Cecil Rhodes’ London Welcome. 

‘Cecil Rhodes has returned to England. It 
is a little less than a year since his previous 
visit, when he staid barely a week. Now, as 
then, he is welcomed by a large company of 
friends, but what is more to the point, Mr. 
Chamberlain is not anxious this January to 
get rid of him as soon as possible. Mr, 
Labouchere also is prepared to make this 


‘visit a memorabie one’if a South African 


committee of inquiry be again appointed. 
Two members‘of Parliament, Mr. Mac- 
lean and Sir John Lubbock, have filed 
amendments to the motion for setting up a 
committee. They oppose this action as in- 
expedient and unnecessary, in, view of the 
full inquiry conducted by the committee of. 
the Cape Parliament. While this policy is 
secretly favored by many government sup- 
porters, it is not probable that either amend- 
ment will receive a large vote. The govern- 
ment is under pledge to conduct an inquiry, 
and Mr. Chamberlain is not disposed to beat 
a retreat. Mr. Rhodes will have to face the 
music and explain the secrets of the million- 
aire raid.of the Transvaal. 

The musicians, however, are not playing 
the same tune as they Were a year ago, nor 
are they fiddling together. Mr. Rhodes has 
good legal advisers and powerful support, 
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}and embracing even the Liberal Morning 


News, favor Rhodes, the South African char- 
tered company, Jameson and his fellows, 
Against this sentiment In the press there are 
practically only the Radical Chronitie and 
Mr, Labouchere’s Truth. 

Soundly speaking the entire aristocratic, 
land-owning, and speculative classes warm- 
ly sympathize with Rhodes. How strong 
the anti-Rhodes sentiment is in the business 
middie class, among the Nonconformists, 
and the proletariat there is no means of 
knowing. . Rhodes’ effrontery in flouting the 
*“ unctuous rectitude" of these classes and 
the “ orchids " of Mr. Chamberlain, and the 
“ Masonic influence” of Lord Ripon seems 
significant of perhaps two things. He only 
has the evidence of Mr. Chamberlain’s prior. 
knowledge (through Sir Hercules Robinson 
and the Colonial Department officials. in 
South Africa) of Jameson's intention, though 
everybody else in South Africa seems to 
have known of it; and, as I cabled three 
years ago, in advance of the. publication of 
the fact anywhere else, Lord Ripon, then the 
Liberal Colonial Minister, was frightened 
into whitewashing the outrageous Matabele 
war on Rhodes’ threat to declare the British 
South African colonies independent and to 
establish the United States of South Africa, 
taking in the Transvaal and the Orange Free 
State by persuasion or by force. 

Very little has been permitted to appear 
ih the English. press in regard to this last 
édircumstance, but the German press has been

HE FLEW HIMSELF ON A KITE. 


Lieut. Wise Gets Up Forty-two Feet 
with His Tandems—Four Aero- 
planes Hold Him Up Well. 


New York, Jan. 22.—Lieut. Hugh D. Wise, 
Ninth Infantry, stationed at Governor's 
Island, has achieved the distinction of be- 
img the first mani on this continent to go 
skyward on a line rigged to a string of tan- 
dem kites. The Lieutenant, who is a Vir- 
ginian, has been experimenting on his own 
hook with his kites for about six months. 
He has had a good many discouraging ex- 
periences, but he hase persistently adhered 
to his scheme, which is to demonstrate that 
the kites of his pattern are equal to the 
work of carrying up 4 man and keeping 
him steady enough. to enable him te make 


observations and do signal work. Only two 


ether men have made ascensions on the 
strings of big kites. They are Lawrence 
Hargrave; who went up forty feet in Aus- 
tralia in 1895, and Capt. H. Baden Powell 
of the Scots Greys, who went up nearly 100 
feet in England, Capt. Grey had a para- 
chute to break his fall in case any of the 
kites broke or got out of order. Lieut. Wise 
ee have a parachute. yesterday, and if 
his kites had gome to smasn the re- 

sult would probably have been to create a 
vacant Lieutenancy in the army of Uncle 


am. 
‘The Lieutenant flew four kites yesterday 
afternoon. The kites are shaped, like a 
dress sult case, or, in other words, are rather 
flat rectangular sore ipedons. The 
akeletons are of spruce the covering is 
strong cotton cloth. y Pace strip of this cloth 
is stretched around about one-third of the 
length of the framework at each end, leayv- 
ing the middle open and leaving the box 
open endwise also. 

The kite string is attached in the middie 
to a piece of spruce somewhat heavier than 
any other part of the frame. This piece is 
called the “spine” and ,.bears the brunt of 
the strain on the kite. Sometimes the spine 
breaks and the kite goes to pieces. Just as 
the Lieutenant was about to go up a few 
months ago one of the spines of a kitein the 
tandetn ‘broke and he sat down on the ground 
with a dull thud. 

The Lieutenant, assisted by Corporal Lewis 
and five privates, put up early yesterday 
afternoon two kites, one with ninety square 
feet of cotton surface, and the other, at the 
top of the string, with twenty square feet of 
surface. Two other kites in tandem, the 
higher one containing 140 and the lower 16V 
square feet, were flown immediately after- 
ward, and just as the two strings below the 
lowest kite in the tandems—each string 150 
feet long—were about to be fastened together 
the spine of the ninety-foot kite broke and 
the kite was torn to bits in the high south- 
easterly wind. The Lieutenant had another 
ninety-foot kite at hand and hed i floated 
in a jiffy. To hold the four kites the services 
of four more soldiers were enlisted, making 
nine men in all. 

A half-inch manila cord, running from a 
massive iron windlass, made fast to a tree, 
was bent onto the kite lines, where they had 
been joined with the aid of an fron ring. To 
this ring was made fast a block, through 
which was rove 100 feet of manila rope, to 
one end of which a boatewain’s chain was 
swung. The Lieutenant got in the chair on 
what he calls the hoisting line, and two 
soldiers held the other end of the line, ready 
to send him,aloft when he made the signal. 
The line on the windlass was let out until 
the block on the kite strings was about fifty 
feet above the earth. At that time the wind 
was blowing about fifteen miles an hour, but 
it diminished rapidly, and for five minutes 
the Lieutenant was just barely lifted and 
lowered alternately by the sagking of the 
lines. At about 4 o’clock the wind became 
quite brisk from the southeast and lifted 
the Lieutenant about five feet clear of the 
ground. He gave the signal to the soldiers 
to hoist away, and they did so with a will, 
carrying him up to the block. 

The wind died down again at this time, and 
the line sagged so much that the Lieutenant 
came down to within about twenty feet of 
the ground. He ordered the soldiers to lower 
away again, and he came to earth once more, 
The wind was acquiring a good deal more 
force, and the Lieutenant remained in the 
chair and again signaled the men to haul 
on’ the hoisteripg rove. This time the kite 
strings were taut. They sagged only a foot 
or so even’ after the Lieutenant had been 
hauled upon the block. He was then forty- 
two feet from the ground. The oscillation 
of the swing was slight, and hediid not feel 
mind nando soiey He was a little /jabove the 
eaves of the officers’: quarters near by. He 
might have gone higher, but he did not think 
it essential, as he had demonstrated the 
practicability of his idea. 

Tieut. Wise said to a Sun reporter: 

**T think that possibly these kites may be 
exceedingly useful. A number of able 
students of the aeroplane system of air 
navigation, such as Prof, Langley of the 
Smithsonian Institution, Prof. Marvin of the 
Weather Bureau, and Civil Engineer 

pega of Chicago, have been Investigating 

e subject, and I think ultimately a kite 
will be perfected which will easily carry a 
man in a gale that would tear a captive 
balloon to pieces. The portability of these 
kites will contribute to their usefulness. 
They will, however, always labor under 
the disadvantage of requiring a «trong 


Tn The entire weight of the four kites te 
about. sixty-five pounds, They are of the 
eellular form. Each has four lifting sur- 
faces , and four guiding surfaces. 
The kite is my own modification of 
the Hargrave kite. The modification is a 
structural one rather thay one of principle, 
and I do not claim much eredit for it. I at- 
tribute my success to hard work and a good 
deal of study of the methods of those who 
have been leaders in this subject. I have 
never made any experiments ee work- 
ing them out in theory beforehan 

I have bad a good deal of na luek, and 
the number af broken kites has sometimes 
heen very discouraging.

In May, 1892, a dividend of 15 per. cent 
was paid, amounting to $453,775. Several policy- 
holders failed to file their claims in time for this 
dividend, but are now admitted by yesterday's 


order of court. Their claims aggregated $30,000, 


on which they get 15 per cent in May, and will 
join with the great body of the policyholders in 
the 8% per cent final dividend, which is payable 
next November. This company, after ubles ex-

the middlemen. 

General Agent*Pratt has just returned 
and has submitted a report to the meeting 
of the Advisory committee of the Immigrani 
Clearing-House, which has been in session 
here for the last two days. 

Mr. Pratt says the officials of the steam- 
ship lines were surprised when informed of 
the state of affairs that has éxisted’ in im- 
migrant rate matters in this country so long, 
and disclaimed all responsibility for the ex- 
actions made by the immigrant agents. They 
declared their willingness to enter into an 
agreement with the Western roads whereby 
through rates from Europe to all Western 
points, including the Pacific. coast, could be 
made, and the middlemen be prévented from 
diverting any business to. roads inclined to 
make trouble. :

Authorities in European countries 
are taking steps to prevent its géneral tn- 
troduction on the continent, and even the 
health officers of the port of New York have 
seen fit to consider quarantine measures. 
There is little danger, however, of the plague 


obtaining a ldgment in any modern’ city 


where ordinary rules of sanitation are ob- 
served. It ean thrive only in such lands as 
China, India, Turkey, and the Mediterranean 
countries, where. the close herding and im- 
proper habits of the people and the lack of 
strict sanitary methods afford it an inviti 
field.

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| LYMAN 7. GAGE AND THE TREASURY. 

The directors of the First National Bank 
of thie-city wisely decided yesterday to al- 
} low Mr. Gage, the President of the bank, 
to accept. the position of Secretary of the 
' Treasury if it should be formally tendered 
to" him by President-elect McKinley, if he 
so desired, and Mr.Gage has signified his 
intention of accepting if the offer is made 
to him in a proper form. 

Mr. Gage has been for years a student of 
finance. He has read widely and thought 
deeply upon. this subject. He has also ina 
similar manner been a close student of 
political economy and sociology. He has 
thought over all the great sociological ques- 
tions before the country. He has meditated 
upon the feelings and the ideas of the dissat- 
isfied classes and has queried how they can 
be satiefied. He has specially been a close 
student of the currency of the United 
States for years. He is familiar with its de- 
fects and appreciates the dangers which 
may arisé from them. He knows how most 
simply and easily to corfect those defects. 

Mr. Gage is perfeétly familiar with the 
workings of the “ endless chain.” He has 
seen the greenbacks used to draw gold out 
of the Treasury, and has seen government 
officers forced to pay those gold demand 
notes out at once, so that they might be used 
to draw more gold out of the Treasury. 
He is aware of the dangers to which that 
vicious system has exposed the country in 
the past, and that the liability to ihose dan- 
gers will not cease until the syatem has been 
changed. If he goes into the Treasury De- 
partment he will be the earnest advocate 
of a change which will put the soundness of 
the currency beyond all doubt. He knows 
that the panic of 1893 cost the country ten 
times more than the greenbacks, and he 
knew that it was because of the greenbacks 
that the panic was so severe. He is con- 
vinced that we can have stability in finan- 
cial matters and a permanency of good 
times.only by reforming the currency sys- 
tem so as to make it sound and elastic, that 
there may be no fears of a lack of money 
andno fears of an abundance of debased 
‘and depreciated money. He is in favor of 
as large a use of silyer as may be safe, but 
he is inflexibly opposed to going beyond the 
safety line.to a point where we should be 
threatened with a dollar worth iess than a 
hundred cents. 

In a word, Mr. Gage is so thoroughly ; ac- 
quainted with our financial system that if 
chosen Secretary of the Treasury he would 
be a tower of strength to the President. 
He would also be of great assistance to other 
members of the Cabinet, who may not be 
as well posted in these matters as he, and 
to members of Congress, who will always 
find him approachable. He is not a dictfto- 
rial or aggressive man, but one who will 
explain questions to them in a_ plain, 
straightforward way. Congressmen can go 
to him readily, sure of a cordial reception. 

As a banker he has had admitted suecess. 
He has shown great ability and good judg- 
ment and his name stands high im commer- 
cial circles everywhere... His reputation is 
not bounded by the Chicago Clearing- 
House, but extends from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. The great foreign houses know bin 
and have confidence in him. All financiers 
in the United States will have faith in him. 
He is not a wildcatter or a crank, but a 
hard headed, common sense man, His 
ideas as to taxation and revenue are as 
sound and conservative as his financial 
ideas. He believes there should be ade- 
quate revenue for the support of the gov- 
ernment obtained by customs duties and 
otherwise. Mr..-Gage may be called a mid- 
dle-of-the-road man. He is not an ultra 
protectionist, neither is he a free trader. 
Politically he may be classed as an inde- 
pendent Republican. When He has found 
men upon the other ticket who were better 
and safer men than those upon his own he 
has reserved the right of voting for them, 
while remaining a Republican. In the last 
campaign he was one of the most active 
and strenuous supporters of McKinley and 
sound money. He is also sound and robust 


hard work if necessary. 

The present incumbent of the position, 
Mr. Carlisle, is a man of high ability and 
long experience in government affairs. He 
is perhaps the best Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in many respects the country has had 
since Secretary Chase, but he has made 
mistakes of a kind which Mr. Gage cer- 
tainly will not make. It may be prophesied 
without fear that if chosen Secretary of the 
Treasury at the end of his four years’ term 
the reputation which he will make will cast 
that of Mr. Carlisle’s into the shade. There 
is, therefore, every reason why not only the 
people of Chicago and of Illinois, but of the 
whole country, should congratulate thém- 
selves if Mr. Gage is called upon to occupy 
this high position.

FUTILE . OBJECTIONS TO MR. GAGE, 

It has been alleged as reasons why the 
appointment of Mr. Gage as Secretary of 
the Treasury would not be satisfactory to 
some persons that President McKiuley 
“ might as well go into Wall street to find 
bis Treasury. chief”’; and that be is;*a 
Democrat in ‘politics, or at heart a free- 
trader,” and would be embarrassed if called 
on to defend high tariff schedules; and that 
some unnamed. Republican Senators will be 
“indignant ” if he is appointed. 

Mr. Gage has been a Republican al! his 
life. In 1892 he was an Independent Re- 
publican. In .1896 he was an ardent, in- 
filuential supporter of McKinley and the 
whole Republican ticket. He supported 
Harrison for President in 1888. He makes 
it a rule to vote for the fittest and best 
men for office. 

He has always favored a moderate tariff 
which was not prohibitory and which would 
give the government ample revenue. He 
has never believed in duties which were 
either so high or so low as to cut 
down the custom-house receipts to an in- 
adequate figure. There are millions of Re- 
publicans who hold about the same tariff 
views that Mr. Gage does. _- 

He lives a thousand’ miles from Wall 
street. He is not under its influence now 
and he never was. He does his own think- 
ing and does not have to go t0 New York 
City for ideas about financial or other 
questions. 

If, as has been intimated, there are Re- 
publican Senators at Washington who are 
opposed to him, or who are displeased by 
his selection as Secretary of the Treasury, 
either they do not know him or they are 
narrow-minded, illiberal partisans. 

If there are any Senators who object to 
Mr. Gage it can be said with truth that 
if they had made the Republican platform 
their ticket would have been defeated over- 
whelmingly and Bryan would be the Presi- 
dent-elect, hard at work on his inaugural 
message. 
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DESTITUTION IN CHICAGO. 

The charitable organizations of this city 
are appealing to the public for funds. They 
state that in no preceding winter has there 
been as much destitution and suffering as 
at present. They report that there are 
8,000 families, embracing about 40,000 per- 
sons, in absolute and direful want, needing 
fuel, food, and clothing, and many ef whem 
will be shelterless soon if some felief{ is 
not afforded them. ‘ 

Of these men, women, and children who 
are in such urgent need a smaller number 
than usual, comparatively speaking, are 
those who have been the habitual or semi- 
habitual recipients of public or private 
bounty. It is stated that the majority of 
the appeals for relief made now come from 
people who a few years ago gave that 
charity which they seek at present. 

- Mechanics who four years ago thought 
themselves in eomfortable circumstances; 
clerks who had steady employment and 
good pay and were able to lay something 
by against a rainy day; and small shop- 
keepers. who thought the future had no 
dangers for them constitute the mass of 
those who are reluctantly asking for aid. 

They ought to receive it for they are the 
victims of circumstances and not of their 
own misconduct. They are the victims of 
the silver panic of 1893 and of the long 
months’ of financial depression and busi- 
hess uncertainty which followed it—espe- 
cially the months immediately preceding 
the November election. 

The calamities which would have ensved 
had Bryan been elected have been averted. 
The tide is turning. Confidence is being 
restored gradually. But this change for 
the better came at the beginning of winter. 
It came at the close of the building season. 

It is not surprising that men who have 
managed to struggle through the last four 
years of adversity should sink exhausted 
when better days are almost at hand. 
They must not be suffered to go under. 
They must be looked after during the vext 
sixty days; after that time most of them 
will be able to take care of themselves. 

They would be doing so now bad it not 
been for those infamous agitators who 
have been striving for years to debauch 
the public conscience and debase the cur- 
reticy.

Barely 
enough has been earned‘to support life dur- 
ing the summer months. 

At last these victims of Bryanism ane 
Altgeldism have come,to the end of their 
resources and their powers of endurance.

The winter which promt- 
ised to be mild is becoming severe. Their 
pride has brokén down, and they , ask to 
be kept from starfation.

the imperative demands of those who are 
in want, Then that money must be raised.

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LORD PENRHYN AND HIS SLATE- 
: WORKERS, 


von “Phe disagreenient ‘Det ween Lord Pen- 


-préprietor.of. thé extensive Bethesda 


Par heer in North Wales, and his em- 
ployés, whieh has resulted in the lockout | 


of several thousand men, would doubtless 
haye had no more public interest than 
scores of ‘similar disagreements between 
employers and employés but for the fact 
that it has assumed a phase that is prac- 
tically a defiance of the British Govern- 
ment by the lordly proprietor and imperils 
the conciliation act passed by Parliament 
last year. 

The original disagreement involved ques- 
tions.of wages, bargains, the gang system, 
various privileges or disadvantages of rock- 
workers, cutters, and “ rybelwyr,” the last 
of whom have to do with the lcose stuff 


i left in the process of cutting the slate rock, 


These are all technical points upon which 
only an expert could express an intelligent 
opinion, They were, however, the occasion 
of much friction, which in course of time 
developed such feeling that the quarrymen 
refused to accept the decision of the man- 
ager and appealed directly to Lord Pen- 
rhyn himself. A hearing was'granted and 
& committee of seven was appointed to rep- 
resent.the men in an interview. Unfortu- 
nately for the men, they could not readily 
speak or understand English and they were 
unatje to present ‘théir case as forcibly as 
they could have done in their own lan- 
guage or answer the points raised by the 
proprietor. The interyiew was taken down 
in shorthand by a representative of Lord 
Penrhyn and a full report published in a 
number of Welsh and English papers. The 
effect upon public opinion was decidedly 
unfavorable to the employés, and the men 
claimed that they had suffered an injustice 
in not being permitted to present their case 
in theirown way. A second interview was 
granted, which was a’ unsatisfactory as 
the first. 

Several members of the deputation after- 
ward made themselves offensive by their 
words or actions, and in September they 
were summoned to appear befpre the man- 
ager. These men were directed. by the 
committee of seventy-one, which controls 
the affairs of the quarrymen (but has never 
been recognized by Lerd Penrhyn) net to 
present themselves at the office of the 
manager unless they were accompanied by 
an interpreter. They obeyed the order of 
the committee and were dismissed for dis- 
obedience, and the entire committee of sevy- 
enty-one was suspended indefinitely. The 
reply of the men to -this. proceeding was 
an order to strike. 

Before long the men, became anxious to 
return to work and sought to secure a set- 
tlement of the trouble .according to the 
provisions of the conciliation act. They ap- 
pealed to the Board of Trade, the depart- 
ment of the government having such ques- 
tions under its jurisdiction, aid the Secre- 
tary, Sir Courtenay Boyle, promptly re- 
sponded. The Secretary found the men 
williug to surrender on all but two pre- 
liminary points involved, consenting even 
to reducing the number of their representa- 
tives to two, neither of whom should have 
been members of the suspended committee 
nor of the original deputation. The two 
points upon which they insisted were that 
an official of the Board-of Trade should 
be present at the first conference with Lord 
Penrhyn or his representatives and that 
they should be allowed a shorthand writer 
of their own. Lord Penrhyn refused to 
consent to either point and replied in writ- 
ing that the presence of a government offi- 
cial would “ establish a precedent for out- 
side interference with the management of 
his private affairs.” Sir Courtenay Boyle 
replied that “the board cannot admit that 
the settlement of a prolonged dispute affect- 
ing some thousands of men and their fam- 
ilies can be regarded as a matter of private 
interest only.”” Thereupon Lord Penrhyn 
ordered his quarries closed and discharged 
all his men, pensioning a few who had 
remained loyal to him. 

The action of Lord Penrhyn may have 
far reaching results, The declaration of 
the Secretary of the Board of Trade that 
it cannot be admitted that the scttlement 
of prolonged disputes between employ- 
ers and employés is a matter of private 
interest only may seem to indicate that if 
voluntary arbitration and-conciliation are 
refused or resisted by either party to a dis- 
agreement. compulsofy arbitration will be 
provided for. It is a question whether em- 
ployés would not be as much opposed to 
this as employers. 

The. best results are to be secured for 
both parties under the plan of conciliation 
or voluntary arbitration, and it will be 
cause for regret should the action of Lord 
Penrhyn result in the nullification or repeal 
of the present law. 
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SNAKE BITE IN KANSAS. 

The wise doctors of the Golden Belt Med- 
ical Association of Kansas met recently, 
and appropriately in the Town of Solomon, 
in that State, to discuss the various ailments 
that afflict humanity and the proper means 
of combating them. There was of course 
much learned talk about diagnosis and prog- 
nosis, with discursive remarks upon tonsi- 
litis, laryngitis, and peritonitis, and a great 
array of stethoscopes, bougies, probangs, 
and other instruments of torture duly dis- 
played, all of which deeply interested the 
disciples of sculapius there present and 
filled the minds: of the laity withadmiration 
and awe.

To 
these the stricken Kansans fly for safety 
when the rattler is heard among the sage 
brush; they are as a city of refuge and a 
high tower, and as a fortress in affliction. 
Let every Kansan beware how he is led 
away by the scientific fol de rol of the doc- 
tors. Let him hold fast to that which is 
good and stick to the old landmarks and he 
is safe from the whole serpent tribe. 
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VAN CLEAVE AND HIS “PERQUISITES.” 
The extraordinary rotundity and physical 
amplitude of City Clerk J. R. B. Van 
Cleave appear to be fully accounted for by 
the zeal with which he has been absorbing 
fees which should go into the City Treabury.: 
Thousands of dollars which should liave 
been turned over to the city long ago have re- 
mained in the grip of this much-initialed 
ofticial, contributing doubtless to his affluent 
corporosity. While the city has been labor- 
ing under a financial burden this favored ag- 
gregation of avoirdypois has been swelling 
out daily in greater prosperity with the cash 
diverted from the Municipal Treasury.

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In addition to this.Van Cleave has col- 
lected $5,000 for certified copies of ordi- 
nances and $2,400 for 1,200 transfer li- 
censes. This $7,400 he says he is willing 
to turn over to the city, but the $14.689 
he thinks he will keep. 

This is an amazing showing. Why has 
the city government allowed*this clerk to 
hold this money so long? Why is it not 
up in arms at the impudent suggestion that 
he will not give it up at all? Why has 
the Controller not insisted on the payment 
of these collections to the city? Why did 
the Mayor not:‘order an investigation as 
soon as the condition was discovered and 
lay the matter, with vigorous recommenda- 
tions, before the Council? Why has an 
ordinanee not been passed compelling the 
restitution of these funds to the public, to 
whom they belong? What can the city 
authorities have been thinking about to 
allow this public ‘servant to pocket these 
thousands that do not belong to him when 
their attention was called to this matter 
months ago? 

Now that the facts are fully before the 
people, the investigation must be immediate 
and drastic to make up for lost time. It 
will be desirable also to ascertain how Van 
Cleave earns the salary of $6,000 he re- 
ceiyes. It is alleged he has spent about 
an ‘a day ‘in. his office for the last 
four months; about long enough to gather 
in the. day’s. installment of city money. 
Most of his time he has devoted to politics 
in some form. One of his specified duties 
is to attend meetings of the Council in 
order that he may keep proper records and 
be of service to the public. But it seems 
that since last June he has been present at 
only. one Council meeting. Obviously he 
has not earned the salary he har received 
by the performance of any of the duties 
pertaining to the office of City Clerk. On 
what pretense, therefore, has he taken even 
the salary? 

The public will not be satisfied until its 
money taken by Van Cleave is restored, 
and since Van Cleave is going out of office 
in the spring it will be necessary.to move 
quickly to force him to disgorge. Fatty 
degeneration will not be tolerated in hand- 
ling city cash. 
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SENATOR SHERMAN’S BOMBSHELL. 

During Friday's session of the Senate, 
pending the discussion of the Nicaragua 
Canal bill, proceedings were brought to a 
sudden and unexpected halt by the intro- 
duction of a communication from Sefior 
Rodriguez, the new Minister for the Great- 
er Republic of Central America, which he 
had addressed to Secretary Olney and 
which the latter had handed to Senator 
Sherman, presumably for his information 
as Chairman of the Committee on For. 
eign Relations. For some reason or other 
Senator Sherman did not confine its infor- 
mation to himself, but precipitated it into 
the discussion and gave it to the Senate and 
to the country, probably much to the dis- 
comfiture of the Central American sejfior, 
as well as of the North American Secretary. 

The document in question ,contained a 
revocation of the concession for the canal 
previously made by Nicaragua, ae well as a 
protest against the passage of the canal bill. 
While technically Senator Sherman may 
have made a break in publishing this doc- 
ument, which was intended to be a diplo- 
matic secret, it was well that the people 
should Know.it. ‘To this extent Senator

ANOTHER DEADLY AIRSHIP DEVICE. 

While Congress: has been consuming 
weeks of valuable time in long discussion of 
the coast defense problem and has author- 
ized the expenditure of millions of dollars 
on fortifications and heavy guns and mod- 
ern ships, a modest inventor of [linois‘has

He has devised a death-dealing 

which, as far as can be judged 

facts at hand, will insure the destri 

a hostile fleet on about the same p 

that the capture of a bird is effected by plac- 
ing salt on its tail. 

Prof. Carl Myers is the name of this latest 
aspirant for aerial glory, and his invention 
consists-of a parabolic balloon with a para- 
chute attachment that drops dynamite on 
the presumptuous enemy. The chief requi- 
sites for success appear to be that the bal- 
loon shall take a position directly over the 
hostile ship, that the ship shall stand still 
so as not to spoil the aim, and then wait 
until a load of dynamite can be dropped 
down on its deck. The inventor proudly 
proclaims that “the effect of dropping ten 
pounds of dynamite upon the deck of an 
ironclad would be disastrous,” which cer- 
tainly nobody can deny. 

But from a hasty survey of this fasctnat- 
ing project there appears considerable doubt 
that the ten pounds of dynamite could be 
successfully landed on the deck of the iron- 
clad. In the first place, the balloon would 
not be able to approach nearer the ship than 
two miles, for within that distance the gun- 
ners on the ironclad would plug the gas bag 
full of holes and thus prematurely settle the 
controversy. Then, at a distance of more 
than two miles it would be absolutely neces- 
sary for the balloon to remain stationary at 
the will of the manipulator, and for 
the ironclad to remain stationary at the 
same time if the ten pounds of dynamite 
are to be deposited with any degree of cer- 
tainty on the ironclad’s deck. All past ex- 
perience has demonstrated that to shoot ac- 
curately at more than a two-mile range -re- 
quires a combination of favorable condi- 
tions, and no marked success could be ex- 
pected if both the target and the gunner were 
moving at the same time, or, in fact, if either 
were moving at the time of the discharge. 
Since it is not claimed that any method has 
been devised for tying the airship fast when 


persist in keeping up a disconcerting move- 
ment all the time the airship was hovering 
in the vicinity, Prof. Myers’ invention seems 
to lack some of the. essentia] features that 
must pertain to a full satisfaction of the 
long-felt coast defense want. 


SOUTH SIDE STREET RAILWAY'S 
PROFITS. : 

The yearly report of the South Side street 
railway shows that the net earnings, after 
the payment of all operating expenses and 
interest on bonds, amounted to 15.11 per 
cent. Dividends amounting to 12 per cent 
were paid during the year pn $10,700,000 of 
stock. Hence, even assuming that every 
share of that stock represented money act- 
ually paid in and expended in the construc- 
tion of the road, the profits reaped were not 
inconsiderable for hard times. 

The reason why it can pay 12 per cent and 
add something to its surplus is that it has a 
monopoly of the right to run cars in 184 
miles of street and pays nothing for that 
monopoly. If it had to pay a reasonable 
rental its dividends would be less immod- 
erate. The most valuable part of the plant 
of the company costs it nothing. 

Yet this is the corporation which only a 
few weeks ago was declaring that it could 
not afford to sell twenty-five rides for a 
dollar, or six for 25 cents, while continuing 
to charge five cents for a cash fare. This 
corporation, like others, scared its em- 
ployés by a statement that if it were forced 
to sel] tickets it would have to cut down 
their wages one-fifth, and egged on those 
employés to beseech the Council and the 
Mayor to defeat the Gallagher ordinance, 

The gross receipts for 1896 were $4,808,- 
000. The net earnings were $1,442,000. 
The dividends paid amounted to $1,289,000. 
If the road had paid over to the city one- 
fifth of all the money i received from pas- 
sengers last year the net earnings would 
have amounted to $490,000, and the com- 
pany would have been able to pay on its 
stock, some of which unquestionably is 
water, a dividend of nearly 5 percent. That 
would not. have beén so very bad for a hard 
times year. The city would. have received 
$952,000, which it could bave used to ex 
cellent advantage. 

But if the Gallagher ordinknde had been in 
force last year, and the company had car- 
ried the same number of passengers it act- 
ually did—ninety-five millions—its net earn- 
ings would have been much more than 
$490,000. For of the passengers carried 
one-third at least would have paid five-cent 
cash fares. Not more than one-half of the 
remainder would have bought the large 
tickets and paid four cents, The other half 
would have bought the smaller tickets and 
paid four and one-sixth cents for their rides. 

The net earnings of the company would 
have been $950,000, which would have 
made the payment of a 9 per cent dividend 
possible, Ought not that to be enough, 
even if all the stock represented ee act- 
ually paidin?  -

HOW THE WINTER IS SPENT. 


Duties and Pleasures of the Six Hundred 
Ieebound Vesselmen. 
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VARIOUS VIEWS OF AN ODD LIFE. 


- APT. AND MRS. DENBY of the 
schooner Resumption gave a euchre 
‘party on Wednesday evening on board 
the vessel lying in the river near the 


Indiana street bridge. More than thirty 
guests were present in the fine saloon of the 
vessel and the difficulties of “ boat ahoy ”’ 
and “avast there” were scarcely remarked 
by. the assembled friends. They had come 
by rowboat, by trolley, and by the dark in- 
tricacies of tangled shipping which lies 
in that crowded river section. A few 
“Ohs" from women whose short ex- 
perience in river residence found them 
ynfamiliar with slant ladders and the 
slippery iron decks; a few “ steadies * from 
their escorts; the effusive little greetings 
of the hostess at the cabin door, and the 
euchre party on.the Resumption was a social 
reality. Lights from the round windows 
were refiected in the dark water of the river 

and penetrated into the deep shadows of the 
shore; voices and laughter reached ears un- 
accustomed to such merriment as slouching 
figures slunk or reeled along the dark street, 

. and even the policeman on the beat sighed 
as he passed on, buttoning his coat closer 
around him. 

Gocial life in the Chicago River ‘is at its 
height. From Western avenue, where it 
crosses the North Branch, down to Oakley 
‘avenue, where it crosses the South Branch, 
and on out to the harbor’s mouth, ship Cap- 
tains, their wives, sons, daughters, and a 
sprinkling of plain tars of the iolly order 

_ have preémpted the muddy currents of the 
river, down which no gatherer of rents makes 
piigrimages. Sixty-four big steamships and 
128 sailing vessels line the miles of Chicago 
docks. Every vessel! has its shipkeeper and 
every married keeper has his family aboard

been run up in these hunts, and bushels of 
the creatures have been dumped over the 
sides of a vessel after the final count is reg- 
istered. Cats, too, are favorites as‘ house- 
hold pets on these vessels. ; 

** The poetry has all gone out of shipping,”’ 
said an old sailor in the offices of the Dun- 
ham Towing and Wrecking company. “ The 
steamer is taking the place of the sailing 
vessel just as fast as the sailing vessel will 
rot and get out of the way. There are no 
more of them building anywhere on fhe 
great lakes. The Cora A. is one of the last 
of these, and it has been running the lakes 
for six seasons. 

“Fifteen years ago a. shipping meant 
more than it does now. dividuaLowners 
were then the great operafors in the carry- 
ing trade, and the field was open. I’ve seen 
forty sailing vessels put out of Chicago in 
the spring, loaded with grain for Buffalo 
It was a race every mile of the distance, for 
the first to come was the first to be sérved. 
I’ve known Chicago vessels to go into 
Buffalo and unload before the vessels which 
wintered in that port could get out of the ice. 

‘* In. those days a good-sized sailing vessel 
would carry 1,500 tons of coal from Bvrffalo 
and be ten days making thetrip. Last sum- 
mer one of. the big steamers now on the lakes 
would load there with 38,000 tons of coal for 
Chicago and it left port regularly every Sat- 
urday night. Thus it made a round trip in 
seven days and carried twice as many tons 
as did the old-time sailing vessels. The de- 
mand for cheap freights has brought about 
the giant steamer, and the‘cost of these big 
vessels has put shipping into the hands of 
big companies, virtually shutting out pri- 
vate ownership of lake vessels. 


Sailing Vessels Are Disappearing. 


‘“* Now the fine old vessels which once raced 
to port under full canvas have been dese- 
crated. Their masts have been cut off, leav- 


ing only an apology for sails, and they are . 


used as barges, being towed behind steam- 
ers. All the romance has gone out of the 
business, and it is now only.a matter of dol- 
lars and cents, paying dividends upon the 
capital stock’of big corporations.” . 

But..the big steamers’ are building finer 
than éver each season, and«year after year 
it may be expected that the social life tn the 
Chicago River will expand as the sloops and- 
schooners disappear. As the saloons of the 
big boats grow broader and more magnifi- 
cent, there wiil be new inducements for so- 
cial roundg and pleasures, until it may come 
that society off shore will bark its shins on 
treacherous ladders and railings in paying 
tribute ‘to the socety in the river. Already 
there are daughters of marriageable age on 
these vessels, and courtships are by no 
means impossible in these winter evenings. 
The river is a little world to itself, and aie 
other colony of no mean extent is embraced 
by the Caiumet River, to the south. Thirty 
big stéamers are tied up within the corporate 
limits of South Chicago, and even there the 
number is growing year after year. 

River life hereafter must be a factor in the 
winter pleasures of this Western metropolis.

INCONSISTENCY . HIS GLARING FAULT, 


Boston Atheist Is a Believer in His Own 
Disbelief and Is Thoroughly Super-— 
ficial—Argument Is Untenable. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 22.—Individually and 
collectively, the atheist, especially the 
Boston atheist, is a study. Believing firmly, 
as he thinks, in his own infidelity, trusting 
in the general wrongneéss of the whole world, 
and in the final triumphs of his tenets of 
disbelief, he is as. magnificent a specimen 
of error striving to convince itself that. it 
is right as.can be found. 

The Boston atmosphere reeks with doubt 
and inquiry. It descends upon the newcom- 
er like a garment of the city individuality 
enfolding its children to be. True, the New 
Engiand Sabbath is a most quietly decorous 
and beautifully religious and peaceful one— 
theoretically. Boston hies itself to church 
in great crowds; jt fills the halls and temples 
of worship, and sits quietly, calmly, while 
it is edified. But it doubts just the same. 
It listens approvingly to its favorite ser- 
monizer; it follows the church ritual careful- 
ly, ite joins devoutly in the church music; 
then it«comes away and analyzes specifically 
and cautiously all that it, has heard—and 
smiles ineredulously. 

No moving of intense religious feeling here 
by popular enthusiasm. Boston takes its 
religion as it takes its-beans and fishballis 
on Sunday morning—as a matter of custom 
handed from the fathers of years ago. 

Then when its smile of incredulity has 
deepened into a dignified laugh of amuse- 
ment at the accepted religion, it turns athe- 
ist. 

Your Boston atheist tries to be conserva- 
tive even in his unbelief, but falls. 

Believing himself thoroughly at war with 
mankind, and thoroughly at harmony with 
the highest law—that of nature—he gives 
himself over to denunciation of the estab- 
lished world with vehemence. He parades 
his emancipation from forms, creeds, and 
rituals with painful dmsistence; he goes 
forth with a chip on his shoulder, defying 
not only discussion and conversion, but 
law itself in his attempts to be eccentric. 
He we cong Col. — “: - ae ae 
resolutely deviates m the w precept 
and example of the atheist of today. He 
proselytes when he can, and when he can- 
not he loses his temper and unstarches his

bath devotion and bitter Sabbath-kind de- 
nunciation into an inharmonious whole. 

It may be argued that the reason for recog- 
nizing the Christian’s day is because of the 
general suspension of labor on that day, and
